augured, and there was not a person 
present who was not disposed to en- 
joy the prospect to the utmost. 


"The "Serenade" is new to the music- 


lovers of the Coast, but it has been 
so thrust upoit their attention by tiie 
members of this celebrated company, 
that it has found an abiding place in 
the appreciation of the people. 


The piece is essentially a light opera, 


both with regard to themes and treat- 
ment, hut it has not that evanescent 
characteristic which too frequently sig- 
nalizos such productions. 
The arias 


and concerted pieces are not such as 
fill the ear after the auditor has left 
the presence of the singers, yet they 
charm while they are ifl course of ren- 
dition. The lightness is more than off- 
set, at times, by strains which give 
the score a decided value in the appre- 
ciation of musicians, and, in this man- 
ner, 
the work finds favor with 
the 


popular as well as with the technical 
ear. 


The scene is laid in Spain .and the

A repetition, therefore, is unnecessary 
at this time. 


In a general way, it may be said that

In the concerted pieces, the work of 


the company was really grand. There

promising: understudies in the ranks 
whom It need not fear to call upon In 
the event of an emergency. This was 
noticeable to an equal degree among 
thii men and women, though, of course,1 
It may be stated that it would perhaps 
be too much to expect that a single 
company could have two such men as 
Eugene Cowles. 


A circumstance which seemed to at- 


tract general attention was that in an 
opera where there are so many pretty 
themes, one oC the least charming is 
the cadence which runs all through 
the piece and constitutes the moti£ for 
the "Serenade," from which the piece 
takes Its name. There is a number of 
prettier airs in the opera, although tha 
"Serenade" is not by any 
means 
a 


common-place production. It lacks the 
lightness and romantic aspect which 
are looked for when the heart is tell- 
ing of its promptings of love. 
This 


fact was emphasized in the work of 
the company last night when the air 
received its greatest recognition after 
it had been sung in concert by the 
male members of the chorus.

personification of both characters. Tall, 
shapely, physically strong, -with a bass 
voice of marvellous power and culti- 
vation, he fairly reveled In the arias
